Pus stated that the fighters built in this plant were equipped 
with in-line eniine (12 cylinders arransed in V fora); others 
stated that it featured a radial engine similar to the FW-190. 
. rere is no agreement as to whether the craft was fitted with 
a three-bladed or two-bladed propeller.
